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Regarding claims 1, 3, and 4, Applicant argues "The cited references, either when taken singularly or in combination, fail to disclose or 
even suggest a display means that initially indicates a track that was not previously recorded as being selected for recording by a 
recording means from a first recording medium to a second recording medium, as variously recited in Claims 1, 3, and 4 of the present 
application." Examiner disagrees with this contention. Note that Ichimura discloses that the user makes the request to copy content 
from one medium to another (col. 8, lines 51-62; col. 13, lines 59-62), and that such a request is accomplished through the previously 
cited operation and display units (coL 8, lines 1-5). Given that the copy management information (which allows the Ichimura invention to 
discern whether a track has been previously recorded to the apparatus) is vital for the proper functioning of that invention, it stands to 
reason that displaying that fact would a requisite aspect of the "operational status" displayed by the disclosed display unit. It should also 
be noted that the copy management information can be applied for individual tracks on a medium, and not strictly the medium as a 
whole (col. 8, lines 16-44). 

Applicant's argument regarding the Berman reference not disclosing downloading tracks (page 13, last line to page 14, lines 1-5) is moot 
as these limitations are not found in the pertinent claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

With respect to claims 14, 18, and 22, Applicant has amended those claims to include a new limitation that would require further search 
and consideration. 
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
